RgSHlt^.„Pf . leat_aj> -aio ^hp ^sa«;Jge£;t jl nal^ rs As a rasult of a 20-d6.y 
rest at the centei*, there has always 3eoa an average of 2 kilcgrams 
increase in wei^t among the raereationorsa Feu* those laborers working 
day and night at their respective wor'csliop it j.s very delightftal tlaing 
to have a rest anti recuperation, Th^ jir® alweys locking forward to 
such a privilege. Granted that those physical laborers are greatly 
obliged to the retst and recuperation privilege, however, mental trorkers 
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such as clerks aad bookkeepers do net appreciate that kind of 
privilege. It is due in part to the facts that, mental worker©’ 
living standard ija more or less higher bhan th?it of phy£;ical 
laborers aisd that the facilitios of rest, centers are not qu.ite 
good ia shape for £at 2 .sfying the higher deaiastd of jneattil workers. 

It is, therefore, no wander that thors lias fracuoatly been raised 
oompleints by class of isent.el vorkors about the conditions of the 
facilities of res'o centers. It has beoii prevalent tendency sBiong 
the econG35'““iEiikl8d Xa»Jorei*'s '&c avoid to loavo for rest ai^d recuperii"" 
tion because of the fact that rest and rooupcri.tion irij^t cost the;a 
a great deal of momy out of their poor iacoittr .. It in widely 
accepted that abonst 4 to 5,OC'0 i;?hic”:i roug’f-y cover the general 
expenses such as l;»uying cigarettes, driifking liquor (though it i .5 
prohibited to drirk at the I’eet cen':er, win©~-lci"ors woiad teay 
beverage secretlyj, and rdacollaneoi’s sxpgasea such as taking 
pictures and buying eouvenirs and eo forth, is at least needed 
for those who wish to go for rest aiid roouperatioa trip. It ia 
apparent that that ranch of money is nob afforded for laborers. 
Excluding patioatfs cifj.'ected with t-absrclosis, o:a.ly slightly affected 
patients ai>e accoiijrodated at rest centers throtighout Worth Korea, 
of tfhich cases of digostive disorder are nameruus and iiien eases of 
neuralgia, neux^aithenia, insomaaiia, and so forfh. The Ckho-dong 
Rest Center only accoiimodates cases of <'iigest:iv '.3 disorder. AilAcugh 
mediciml spring trsatnient and aedioinal therap-y are offered to bha 
recreationers at ''he Okho-'dong Rost Cenbsi’, hasdljr thoi'e has bee:"; .any 
who hag recovered his health coHplet.oly and iBasy are being disebargsJa 
in the midst of C(;nv 8 ..;.e 8 C 8 nce, Medicines of Jkcrlih Korea, Soviet,
